MANNHEIM. West Germany. Sept. II 
(Agencies) — A U.S. armed forces helicopter 
crashed onto a busy West German highway 
dming an air show, killing 44 persons, police 
said. Police said the victims were British. 
French. West German and American citi- 
zens. 

West German television, however, said the 
lielicoptcr appeared to have exploded in 
mid-air and crashed in flames. Blazing wrec- 
kage was strewn across both sides of the 
motorway. Hremcn wore gas masks as they 
fotigfat tlie blaze. 

A ^kesman at Mannheim police head- 
quarters said the helicopter carried 3^ 
sl^Fdivers and a crew of five. “Last reports we 
from the scene of the aeddent were that 
the crew members were Americans, and that 
the 39 skydivers aboard included members of 
dubs from England. France and West Ger- 
many,” the spokesman said. “They were all 
dead.'* 


First reports from police, eyewitnesses and 
other sources gave this picture: 
liie U.S. Army Chinook, with a crew of 
five and 39 skydivers aboard, was participat- 
ing in an air show as part of the celebration of 
the 375th anniversary of the city of Man- 
nheim. The craft was circling In the vicinity of 
Neuostbeim. an airbase on the outskirtt of 
the southwest German industrial city when it 
swooped down and suddenly lost its front 
rotor blade. 

About three seconds later it bit the busy 
highway nearby and exploded on impact, the 
witness said. Traffic at the time of the acci- 
dent was li^t and it appeared that no drivers 
on the hi^way were involved, police said. 
Thousands of people, most of them watching 
what was bill^ the biggest hot air balloon 
display ever, were out at the show when the 
accident occurred. 

Organizers immediately canceled the show 
to which some J20 balloonists had been 
invited. 


2 killed in ManUa blast 


MANILA. Sept. 1 1 (AP) — Two persons 
died and 25 others were injured Satii^ay in 
what police have described as an accidental 
expfonon of a hand grenade alongside a 
pedestrian sidewalk. 

In a signed statement. Police Superinten- 
dent Brig. Gen. Nardso Cabrera said police 
had established that the 8:30 a.m. (0030 
GMT) explosion was not related to bombings 
idmt l^sident Ferdinand E. Marcos and the 
military claim terrorists were planning for 
this month. 

A ^okesman at a government hifspital 
said two women died while undergoing 
surgery for their wounds. The spoke^an. 
Oeronimo Flores, said two other persons 
-wje still listed in a. critkaJ condition and 
three more blast victims were hospitalized 
but not in danger. He said the other victims 
were Created and released. 

- *‘lt was military ammunition, probably a 
^nade,” said a pdice investi^tor. who 
ri^tiestedaikmjiinfv; He added there vi'as no 
. of any politic motive. 

The ^ctiiDS were from the rural province of 
Nueva Ecija, come to see off relatives going 
abroad to work, the investigator said. He said 
they were standing on a adewalk or seated in 
two parked vehicles. 


Nurses at a hospital said five victims were 
in a serious cnodjtion, but the rest were sent 
home after treatment of minor injuries. Rene 
Del Rosario, 60, the administrator of the 
damaged building, said he heard anexfriosion 
which “shook the building.” 

“1 rushed out and saw smaD children being 
taken out of the vehicles to the ho^hal.” he 
smd, adding that two women covered with 
blood were the last to be removed by bystan- 
ders and police. 

Col. Felicisimo Lazaro. depu^ police 
superintendent, said police were investigat- 
ing tbe possibility the explosion was con- 
nected with some kind of illegal recruitment 
operation for workers abroad. He noted that 
many recruitment agencies have been 
accused of duping applicants and not provid- 
ing them with tickets after fees were pud. 
“That’s just one of several angles we are 
investigating.” he said. 

Lazaro said there was also a possibility one 
of the victims was cioJeeriag with an expfosive 
. device when h went off since many of tbe 
most serious injuries were at stomach level. 

The blast occurred at the edge of what is 
commonly referred to by Filipinos as the 
tourist belt, a stretch of M.H. Od Pflar Street 
lined on both sides by souvenir shops.

Israelis to spend 
winter in Lebanon 


TEL AVIV. Sept. 11 (Agencies) — Israeb' 
troops are preparing to spend the winter in 
Lebanon. 

Israel’s Arm> Chief of Staff Gen. Raphael 
Eytan said Saturday on army radio the 
army was repairing roads and setting up bases 
in the areas of the country that they control- 
led. Gen. Eytan was confinning what other 
Israeli military sources and journalists in 
areas occupied by Israeli troops had already 
noted. Last month. Israel's military logistics 
head Gen. Zeev Dotan announced tirat the 
army had ordered $35 million worth of clo- 
thing and special uniforms for Israeli troops 
who had to face up to the harsh winter in tbe 
Lebanese mountains. 

Gen. Eytan said Israeli authorities 
believed troops would have to remain in 
Lebanon for at least some months. The anny 
chief said that Israel bad already considerably 
reduced its presence around the Lebanese 
capital. 

Bul he added. Israeli troops would not 
leave the area until “ calm had been restored” 
and there was an agreement with Lebanese 
authorities. 

In another development. Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir said Israel wants to sign a 
peace treaty with Lebanon to end the state of 
war between them and bolster its security. A 
pact should be concluded quickly “because 
every delay could complicate matters." said 
Israel radio. 

Meanwhile, in Beirut. Italian troops Satur- 


day prepared to follow U.S. marines in with? 
drawing from Beirut, but France's contingent 
in the multinational force which super>^sed' 
the evacuation of Ralestioian commandos 
was under pressure to remain for a few more 
days. Musim and nationalist leaders, some of 
whom were dose allies of the Palestinians, 
have been urging the French to stay because 
they fear pebble harassment by Israeli 
forces or by ri^tist militia units and do not 
fully trust tile regular army to protect them. 

The Lebanese government has been reluc- 
tant to ask the French to stay. But Foreign 
I^nister Fuad Butros said Friday he hoped 
the foreign le^onnaires would remain until 
the end of their one-month mandate &pt. 2 1 . 
Tbe French embas^ in Beirut said it believed 
the 850 le^onnaires would leave by Tuesday 
but that the matter was stiO being discussed.

PEKING, Sept 1 1 (Agencies) — Master 
peditidan Deng ^aophig will head of the 
newl^-created central advisory commisrion, 
assuring him a continuiDg top role at a time of 
cbaxjge witiun tbe Communist Party struc- 
ture, Culture Mmister Zhu Muzhi said Satur- 
day. 

The announcement came' during a news 
conference after the 12tb Communist Pa^ 
congress closed an 11 -day session which 
adopted a new constitution. Among other 
things the document abolished tbe top party 
post of chairman and replaced it with a gen- 
eral secretary. 

Tbe fact that Deng, 78, will head the 
172-member commission means he will 
remain in the party’s mner-most ruling circle, 
the Politburo Standing Committee. Only a 
standii^ committee member may be com mis- 
sfon chairman. The advisory ooramissron is a 
group of party leaders established to help 
smo^ the transfer of government to a 
younger generation. 

Zhu indicated the 210-member Central 
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Committee eleaed by tbe congres Friday 
would meet Sunday as provided for in the 
new constitution to offidally elect the party's 
general secretary, its new Politburo and 
standing committee, its secretariat and its 
militaiy commisrion. Deng will be officially 
seated then. 

Tbe policy-setting Central Committee 
handles party affairs when the congre^ is not 
in session. The ruling Politburo handles 
aSaiis when the Central Committee is not in 
session and the Politbaro Standing Commit- 
tee forms the core of the party leadership. 

Deng’s ally, Hu Yaobang. 67. who was 
chairman, is expected to be the general sec- 
retary under the new constitution whidi also 
stresses collective leadership and shows a 
strong revulsion with the one-man rule of the 
late Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 

Zhu said the new Central Committee met 
the demands by Deng and others for a more 
revolutionary, younger, better educated and 
more professionally competent leading body. 
Den^s overriding goal has been to stream- 
line the overstaffed government and retire 
deadwood veterans, ^u. the congreM* offi- 
cial spokesman, ^d two-tiuids of the mem- 
bers are under age 60. but 16 are over 70 
because the congress decided to retain a f^ 
of the older leaders who enjoy high prestige 
and are rich in experience.

Iraqi planes fly over Tehran 


NICOSIA. Sept. 1 1 (AP) — Iraqi warp- 
lanes overflew the Iranian capital of Tehru 
Friday, hours after bombin g Iran's Bushehr 
port in the Gulf, official Iraqi sources and 
Iranian withnesses reported. 

An Iraqi military communique broadcast 
by the state-run radio said an unidentified 
“large oil tanker^' was set ablaze during tbe 
Bushehr raid late Thursday night. Air raid 
sirens shrieked for 15 minutes in Tehran 
before noon, when govemment-nm radb 
and television asked dtizeus to leave offices 
. and workshops and scramble to air raid shel- 
ters. 

No Iraqi warplanes were sifted, and no 
bombs were dropped anywhere in tbe capital, 
according to wimesses reached by telephone. 
The Iraqi communique said smoke was spiral- 
ling skyhigh from tite stricken oil tanker at 
tbe Bushehr Jetty, some 70 kilometers south- 
east of the main Iranian shipping terminal on 
the Island of Khatg. 

It was tbe third reported air attack by the 
Iraqis against Iranian oil installations in ax 
days. An Iraqi military spokesman said two 


Iranian naval “target^' were destroyed and 
sunk Thursday at the entrance of Khor Mdsa. 
in the northwestern sector of the Gulf. Tbe 
spokesman did oqt say if tbe attack on Khor 
Musa was mounted by airplanes or by loiig- 
range misnles. 

*ne Island of Kharg, 250 kilometers south 
of tbe oH refiaing center of Abadan, has teen 
raided by Iraqi planes three times since Aug. 
18. 

The Iranians denied tbe air attacks, claim- 
ing the Iraqis were “merely firing long-range 
mi^es into insignificant locations” on the 
island. Iraqi Preadent Saddam Hussein and 
his top mOhary commanders have vowed to 
listen a military blockade on Iran’s oil ship- 
ping termina] untfl tbe Tehran leaders 
“accept peace offers” and end the 23- 
month-old war. 

In Tehran, a w'ar communique covering the 
day’s fighting reported 28 Iraqi combatants 
were lulled in the central sector of the SOO- 
kUometer warfronL while 1 7 others were kil- 
led in artillery duels across the Shatt A1 Arab 
estuary.

scrutinized 

MAKKAH, Sept. 11 (SPA) — Hig^r 
Education Minister Hassan Ai-Sheikh 
Saturday requested tbe board of trustees of 
every university in Saudi Arabia to examine 
carefnlly tbe remarks and suggestions made 
by the ministry's undersecretary for adminis- 
trative and financial affairs regarding their 
time- schedules. 

In his observations, the undersecretaiy 
said, among other things, that syllabuses 
should be printed early before the academic 
year to give the students enough time to study 
them and make their choices. 

He added that explanations on various 
requirements and majors were insufficient. 
He also blamed professors for not efevoting 
enough time in their offices to guide tbe 
students and help them select their subjects. 

As for foreign contractees, he said they 
most often foil to follow this system, peihaps 
because it does not exist in the countries 
where they come from, or because they con- 
sider their presence in tbe Kingdom as a 
transient period. 

The undersecretary suggested that 
students spend more time considering their 
choice of subjects, more time in libraries to go 
through reference bocks and more efforts in 
reading their studies.,

JEDDAH, Sept. 11 — The com- 
puterization of student services at the King 
Abdul Aziz Univezrity may soon enable 
nearly 12,000 students to receive their 
allowances monthly. 

According to latest issue of SatuEBasittess, 
the services now being ootnpucertzed include 
students' monthly financial grants, housing, 
meals, counseling, course cards, transcripts, 
schedules and loan fund deductiont 

An engineering student in his senior year 
said “now not all students can get their 
monthly allowances eveiy month because of 
the paperwork involved. With the on-going 
computerization, the paperwork wtU be 
eliminated, time saved, and every student will 
be able to get his or her monthly allowance.” 
He said that things-will be lot eaaer for 
non-students too. “ If a fother comes to the 
university he will no longer need to go every- 
where looking for his son. He will just need to 
gjve the computer the name of his son. The 
machine will tell the son’s dormitory, college. 


location and the Like.” 

Computers were actually introduced to the 
university in 1 975 and regktration in English 
of students and preparation of staff payroDs,f 
along with about 70 percent of registration ha 
Arabic has already been computerized. * 
“ We want to computerize ail the services 
that are being offered by the Student Affiirs 
Department to the students. Zr is a new 
method of dealing with daily work, 
eliminating all paper work to save time," said 
Computer and Data Division Meager 
Muhammad I. Murad. The division has two 
digital terminals and one keyboard printer. 
Tbe digital terminals release information 
from the computer on a screen, while tbe 
printer releases information on paper. 

The division aims at making the entire 
Student Affairs Department self-suffioent in 
computer programing. It has ordered a mic- 
rofilm system to store data, which is due to 
arrive this month, according to Murad. Tbe 
tiiviaon also plans to make available at the 
department a mini computer, an advertising 
network and a newsscanoer. *

Claim on Lucan dismissed as a hoax Shultz, Gromyko to meet 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 11 (AP) — 
Ax^ntioa wfll form a new mflitaiy junta as 
the supreme government organ SepL 21, 
three months after the former junta oo&psed 
over the Falkland Islands defeat, ^^le army 
announced Friday. 

The army has had the sole reqx>nrib3ity 
for Argentina's political decirions since June, 
but the navy and air force will rejoin the 
ruling body under the iidaD worked out by riie 
three branch commanders, an army com- 
mu^ue said. None of the three commanders 
behind the undeclared Falkiands War with 
Britain wQl return. - 

Hie last active wartime junta member. 
Navy Commander Adm. Jorge Anaya, 
announced his retirement Wednesday. Army 
Commander and President Leopoldo Gal- 
tieri was removed from office foQowing the 
June 14 surrender of Argentine troops to 
British forces in the South Atlantic. 

Gen. Basilio Lami Oozo of the air fbsce 
was replaced last month by Gen. Augusto 
Hiighes. That resulted in the reiirementof 12 
generals who were rei^accd with younger 
officers. A similar effect is expected when 
Anaya retires Oct. 1 and Adm. Ruben 
Franco succeeds him. 

The junta dissolved June 22 in a di^Mite 
between the three branches over who would 
succeed Galtieri as president. 

The army, commanded by Gen. Cristino 
Nicofitidesand the backbone of the re^me 
since a 1976 coup, assumed sole respoO' 
sibility for the countr^s potitkal leadei^p 
and named Gen. Reynaldo Bignpne chi^ 
executive. Bignone took office Jo^ 1. 

The army communique said th* three cur- 
rent commanders — Nkolaides ^aya and- 
Hughes — ratified Bignone" s promise of a 
return to civilian rule before Match 1984. 

It said they also promised to ctmsult with 
representatives of civilian sectors in for- 
mulating government policy during the next 
IS months. The junta, empowered with 
among other things designating and 
removing the president, win formally resume 
its duties Sept. 2 1 after Hughes takes the oath 
as a member of the panel, according to the 
commnnique. Franco will join them 10 days 
later.

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Salvador Army, rebels unable to break deadlock

SAN SALVADOR - 

Tbe war in El Salvador is intensifying in a costly 
deadlock between an army adopting aggressive, 
U.S.-promoted combat tactics and an elusive guer- 
rilia force bent on ambushes and sabotage. After 
nearly three years of fighting, battlefield deaths and 
damage to tbe couni^s electrical and transport 
^sterns are riang. MiUtaiy analysts say both sides ' 
are getting stronger and neither appears to be win- 
ning. 

The Farabundo Marti National Liberation Front, 
whose 4,000 to 6,000 gnernOas hold sway in much 
of tbe countrysid^ is counting on the stalemate to 
help it win a share of power through a negotiated 
settlement of the figb^g that started in October 
1979. 

Commanders of the 24,600 strong armed forces 
reject negotiations with guerrilla leaders. But Pres- 
ident Alvaro Magana’s dvilian government, at the 
urging of Pope John Paul II and the U.S. State 
Department, last month formed a panel committed 
to seeking “recondhation" of Central America's ' 
hottest conflicL 

In what moderate poBticians tell a possible first 
step toward peace taiifs, tbe anny allowed tbe 
Interaational Red Cross to enter a combat area last 
week for tbe first time to receive 40 captured 
government soldieis freed by tbe giieiriUas. 

Militarily a pattern has emerged. After 20 major 


army sweeps this year, the guerrillas fled their 
strongholds, stepped up ambush and sabotage 
attacks elsewhere, then i returned when the army 
withdrew. “Both sides are holding their ground, 
overcoming major difficulties and getting iretter at 
what they are good at,” a Salvadoran military 
observer said. 

The army's latest drive, encircling the San Vic- 
ente Volcano east of tbe capital recovered scores of 
farm communities occupied by guerrillas for two 
years. Most of the guerriflas escaped. 

Warning of the attack reached the rebel-held 
village of San Jacinto de la Cruz two days in 
advance, recalled Armando Vargas, a survivor. 
After a debate on whether to stay and fight. 125 of 
1 85 inhabitants, including most of the armed rebels, 
got out safely, he said. 

Later, as 4,000 government soldiers tightened 
their circle, many who had stayed tried to break out. 
“Some died in air bombardments," the 36-year-oId 
peasant said, and three unarmed men be knew were 
shot on the run. Three .women from tbe area told 
reporters 300 unarmed peasants were killed in the 
two-week operation. After withdrawing Aug. 29, 
the army announcing it had Idlled 270 armed and 
unarmed “subversive^' while losing two of its own 
men. blew up a guerrifla ammunition depot and 
power generator, seized hundreds pf rifles and 
freed five captured soldiers. 

Tbe results encouraged the administration of 


U.S. President Ronald Reagan, whkh invested $81 
million this year to train and equip the Salvadoran 
Army. 

In San Vicente province, tbe aimys three U.S.- 
trained batallions and other units used U.S.- 
supplied helicopters to move troops to battle and 
reli^ on an American- promoted strategy of 
deploying small, mobile bands to use guerrilla 
methods against tbe insuigents. “It was a cracker- 
jack operation, the best they have had,” a Western 
analyst said. . 

However, tbe' operation's commander, CoL 
Napoleon Alvarado, conceded that about SOO 
rebels and their supporters fled before the 
operation started. “Tliey have us infiltrated,” he 
said. 

After most government forces withdrew from 
San Vicente, snipers ambushed two army trucks in 
the department, killing 20 soldiers. The guerrillas 
ambush government patrols and overrun small 
town defense outposts to obtain weapons, although 
Salvadoran officials say some of tbe lebel^ guns are 
conung from leftist-ruled Nicaragua. 

Relrel attacks on buses and other vehicles, coun- 
ted by newspapers, jumped from 96 last year to 338 
in tbe first six months of 1982. Offid^ say 637 
bombings did $6 million in damage to power instal- 
lations in the past 18 months and blacked out tbe 
eastern third of the country for 14 days in August. 
Railroad equipment and bridges are blown up 
weekly. (At) 


SWAPO would inherit sick economy in Namibia

LONDON — 

Suppose the Namibia jigsaw pusle fell- into place 
tomorrow and a SWAPO-dominated government 
took power. What kind of economy would it 
inherit? A very sick one, according to new statistics 
recently releaaed by the South African government. 
And, perhaps more important, one whose structure 
would limit policy options. 

Previously Pretoria treated Namibia as pan of 
South Africa for statistical purposes. Although not 
impartial, the new figures permit, for the first time, 
an independent ana^s of the Namibian situation. 
They paint a picutie of declining economic growth, 
progressive narrowing of the economic base and 
growing dependence on South African subsidies to 
avoid a balance of payments deficit and investment 
stagnation. 

Namibia's real gross domestic product declined 
by 7.5 percent in 1979 and 1 percent in 1980. 
Before allowing for inflation, growth in the first half 
of 1981 was only 22 percent, pointing to a serious 
decline in real terms. 

Lack of confidence in tbe political situation was 


apparently responsible for tbe fall at first, but now 
drought and poor urenium and diamond prices are 
adding to Namibia's problems. Mining revenue fell 
by a quarter in the first half of 1981. 

To regain moderate growth, the country win 
require not only peace-inspired confidence but a 
recovery in Western uranium and diamond 
demand. That renewed demsuid is unh*kely in tbe 
short term because orders for Southern Africa's 
minerals usually lag behind Western recovery by at 
least 18 months. 

The poor short-term prospects suggest Namibia' s 
future rulers will not be able to fund immediate 
reform and that policies will be influenced by tbe 
conditions of aid providers. Another disquieting 
revelation is Namibia’s increasing dependence on 
export earnings. In 1975 exports accounted for 
about two-thirds of GDP. In 1980 they accounted 
for three-quarters. 

The more expon-dependent Namibia grows, tbe 
more it is at the mercy of international market 
forces, and the more power accrues to 'the foreign 
concerns which run the export industries of mining, 
fishing and livestock tanching. 

Because the government plaj^ such acnicial role 
in investment, and because a large proportion of tbe 


Namibian governmeol’s income comes from Pte- 
toria (about 60 percent in tbe first three quarters of 
1981) the possible baiting of South African assis- 
tance after a SWAPO victory would have a substan- 
tial impact on economic momentum unless 
immediately replaced by other aid. 

The figures also show how the balance of 
payments is affected by transfers to and from Smith 
Africa. The current account surplus of R21 .6 mil- 
lion in 1980 would have been a deficit without the 
transfer of R78 mfllkm from Pretoria. 

On tbe other hand, if Namibia bad exchange- 
controls it would have lost less than 198(fs R184 
minion in dividends and interest payments to South 
African reridents. So while South AfricaD transfers 
offset some of the dividend and mteiest haemor- 
rhage, South Africa is stiD getting the better end of 
tbe deal. 

A future Namibian government will foce a 
dflemma when it comes to decide on exchange con- 
trol policy. Because tbe bulk of tbe dividends go to 
tbe mining houses, exchange controls would fait 
them the hardest. If the mining companies then 
slowed investment export revenue with, which- to 
.fund social reform would dry up. (ON$)

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Jeddah wind ideal 

Go, fly a kite up, up, into the sky! 

' ByL.AUeaRoie raw psssion for kite-flying that the Japanese 

have, wc can stiS enjoy the simple pleasures 
JEDDAH— Kites have been flown in vaii- bf this ancient q>on. 
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JEDDAH — Kites have been flown in vari- 
ous cultuxes and countries mmeiDOna] 
times. Consisting, basically of a flgbtwe^it 
frame, covered with paper, doth, or now- 
adays, plastic,‘ldtes come in all shapes and 
dzes from the simple to the intricately com- 
plex. Although the most common- are the 
diamond, hexagon, box and the tetrabedron, 
^ 0 ^ any diape and configuration is pos- 
sible, limited only by the rftf !a'gne>^ * «nagiBa t- 
ion. 

Though normally regarded as a diflcTs toy, 
the kite has iustoricaOy been employed for far 
more serious piuposes. In oriental sodeties. 
kites o&en have deeprooted cultnral and bis- 
. torieal assodadons. Kites shaped and painted 
like birds, animals, dragons and demons were 
frequent^ flown for religioiis or cer^onial 
purposes. Eastern myths indude many 
stories concerning kites. Polynesiu myths 
are especiaUy rich in tales of persoaification 
of kites. 

. Aside from any religious and ceremonial 
signiGcance. the kite, technologically, is the 
earliest recorded form of aircrafL and is 
capable of lifting heavy weights and even 
men. Such capabiflties were swiftly to less 

than peaceful purposes. 

One of the first ref^oces to kites in Chin- 
ese literature is their use by Gen. Han Han, 
circa 200 B.C. to measure the rfioanee bet- 
ween his troops and an enemy stron^u^ 
The first evidence of a kite in Eur^ appears 
as an illustratioD in a 14tfa century book 
showing a kite being used to drop a bomb 
over the waDs of ca^. 

Though never a standard piece of mUitaiy 
equipment, the kite was iisra in waifsxe, as 
recently as Worid War XX, in a variety of ways, 
indoding observation, photo^phy, dr^ 
ping of leaflets and supplies, raising radio 
aet^ls, and as gunnery targets. However, 
with the advent of airplane^ and more 
effident lifting bodies, the kite quidely fi^ed 
from the militaiy scene. 

The kite in peacetime, while alwiQrs 
retaining its recreational value, was also us^ 
for such varied activities as &faing, hunting, 
and meteorological studies. 

Kite fishing is probably the oldest peacefid 
application of Utes. The practice was for- 
merly wideqiread in parts of Xndooeria, 
Melanesia and Polynesia. It consisted of the 
kite, usually made of large leaves sevm 
together, flown at considerable hdghts by a 
fisherman on shore or in a canoe with the 
fishing line dangling from the kite to tlw 
water. Kites enaUed the fisfaerman to fish in 
dangerous or inaccessible areas and conceal 
his presence from the &h. 

Hunters in the 1 9tb century sometimes used 
kites shaped hke birds of prey to firighten 
gamrt birds into remaining in the under- 
growth uotO beaters arrived to scare them 
into the air for shootii^ 

"One of die kifes known use^ however/ 

was in the field of meteorology! the mort 
famous example of which was Benjaniia 
Franklin's demonstration of the electrical 
nature of ligbtning by flying a kite in a thun- 
derstorm. In the early days of meteorological 
investigation, kites were utilized to raise 
thermometers up to take the temperatures of 
clouds and the upper air, and were also used 
to determine wind velocities above the 
pound. But with the mtxoductkm of modern 
hftlium soundiiig balloons in the 1930s and 
40s, the kite soon retired frx)m the stage of 
scientific research. 

Kites helped lay the foundations of 
aeronautical tiieoty and derign that led to the 
develtpment of i^dexs, and eventually, to 
the. first powered aircrafL 
In the 20th century, the kite has been pie- 
dofflinantly used for reoeation. Although 
popularly seen solely as a cbildrea's toy. in 
some parts of the world, Idte-making and 
flying is serious adult business. 

In Japan, which has a long history and tradit- 
ion of kite-flying and manufacture, kites still 
represent a very popular sport and pastime. 
No nation has b^n more devoted to the con- 
struction of large kites than the Japanese. 
Kite dueling feS&n^ieia»ldekimutsuri, are a 
frequent event where the gigantic ^Jhting 
kites, “o-dako”, are flown in competition. 
These massive kites, many yards across and 
beautifully adorned with painted designs or 
figures, are controfled by up to 49 bridles or 
ropes, and operated by as many as twelve 
persons. 

While most of us will never experience the 








raw passion for kite-flying that the Japanese 
have, wc can stiS enjoy the simple pleasures 
bf this ancient q>on. 

Most standard kites are easily found in 
many toy and department stores in the King-- 
dom. Conrideiable discounts from regular 
store prices can be found at some of tbe local 
souks or sidewalk vendors. Despite the fact 
that tbe traditional diamond-shaped paper 
kites can still be encountered, most commer- 
cially sold kites are made of plastic and 
shaped in a Imdlike'* V" desgn, and are often 
decorated with tbe likenesses of comic book 
diaracteis or superheroes. 

Regardless of shape and size, whether sim- 
ile or complex, store bought or homemade, 
tbe joy of having a kite is in the flying, and 
Jed^h is an id^ place for both tbe casual 
kite flyer and the entiiusiast. Tbe best wind 
for kite-flying ranges between 13 and 32 
km/b (8 and 20 mph) that is steady dose to 
tbe ground. Most times of tbe year, the Jed- 
dah region has a steady wind within these 
ranges all day long. This usually eliminates 
the need for exhaustive running to launch the 
kite; one simply lets go off the Idte and reels it 
out as it floats higher a^ hi^r on the wind 
currents. The favorable wind conditions cou- 
pled with the general absence of the kite's 
usual nemeses, trees and electric wires, prac- 
tically makes Jeddah a kite-flyer's paradise. 

Kite-flying is a relaxing sport that can be 
equally enje^ed in solitude, as well as in a 
group. Much of the pleasure comes from sim- 
ply watdimg the kite soaring high. There is an 
almost inexplicable exhilaration and satis- 
foction in flying a kite, as though part of one's 
self is ftying with it.

China put kites to military uses

PEKING (LAT) — Soaring, swooping, 
sometimes crashing, kites are a Chinese pas- 
don. “The spirit goes aloft with them," says 
Kite Ha, one of Communist China's master 
kite-makers. “It's like climbing out of this 
world into another vdien you send your kite 
up into the sky." 

The spring sides above China — from Tian 
An Men ^uare in tbe center of Peking to 
rural fields just being planted, from the Great 
Wan to air bases lin^ with jet fighters — are 
now filled with Idtes, some of them flymg 
1,500 to 1,600 feet high- 

They come in all shapes and designs — 
birds, butterflies and bats, big red Chinese 
lanterns, baskets of fruk, fu babies, giant cen- 
tipedes stretching more than 100 fKt — and 
those flying them range from schoolchildren 
of 6 and 7 to grandfathers well into their 70s. 

"You quickly forget that it is just a kite up 
there and begin to think of it as yoi^K," 
said Guo Kewel, 69, a retired' dw servant 
who has been a kite-flyer bus whole life. 

“You become like a bird climbing and 
diving and sweeping across they sky. You feel 
you can almost lose yourself in the clouds. If s 
exhflararing.'* 

The Idte-makei's identification with his kite 
is indicated most clearly, perhaps, by belief 
that when your cares get you down, you make 
a very elalmrate lute in a form appropriate to 
represent yourself, fly it high — then cut the 
string. The wind carries away the kite, and 
your problems. 

Kite-flying is hard work, requiring con- 
siderable sUl, says Ha Kuiming, 66, whose 
Idte-making abilities are so wMely known 
that be is simply called Kite Ha — as his 
father and gran^ther were before him. 

Kites can toys for children, of course, but 
they can also be truly artistic creations with 
centuries of skill and refinement in their con- 
struction and considerable symbolism and 
meaning in their design," Ha said. 

“As to flying a kite, you would be surprised 
bow many never get 10 feet oft the ground. 

“To make the obey is not easy. Great 
care must be taken with the kite's deagn so 
that it uses the wind effectively. That means 
you must study the wind closety before deci- 
ding what type of kite to b^d. What is the 
character of the ^d? Is h harsh, strong but 
steady, gusty, soft and rofling? T^n comes 
the d^'gn, the shaping of tbe frame — which 
side will be against tbe wind, whidi wiU the 
wind rise over? And then tbe covering with 
paper or siOc and tbe fixing of the proper 
number of strings for balance and control. 


Then you must test-fly a new design to 
remedy defects." 

Other Chinese kite-makers are as insisteai 
as Ha. who advises the 1 8-montfa-old Peking 
Kite Art Company, on the need for a true 
craftsman's skill in the design and construct- 
ion of kites. 

“There is a difference between the hobbyist 
who flies lutes for a bit of weekend fun — and 
nuUions of Chinese do — and tbe craftsman 
whose work continues a Chinese artistic 
tradition going back centuries," said '23iou 
You. 62. another veteran kite-maker, who 
came from Xian, a fonner capital 

west of Peking, to the first national kite fes- 
tival in Tianjin in July. “There are only a fow 
professional kite-makers left, and our skills 
are in danger of being lost unle» they are 
passed on. Kites origiaated in China, and it is 
up to us to continue this fine tradition." 
The invention of kites is credited, mostly by 
legend, to a carpenter named Gong Sfauban 
during tile, so-cklled “Spring and- Autunm 
- P^od." (722^81 B.C) of China's eastern 
Chou Dynasty. He is said to have made a 
wooden kite to cany a man aloft to lecon- 
noiter enemy militaty positions. 

“They caU^ that first kite a “wooden 
eagle,” Hasaid.“andtodaytbe Chinese word 
for kite literally means "paper eagle." 
Chinese putkitesto many other mflitary uses 
in the following ceoturi^, according to Ha, 
who has writteQ a 50,000 word history of dif- 
ferent Idle designs. 

One famous general during a war in tbe 
western Han IJjmasty (206 B.C. to AD24 ) 
had a large kite buflt, again out of n^>od, to 
carry a man «nth a flute over tiie enemy camp 
where be. played songs that according to 
legend made them homesick and destroyed 
tiKir will to Gghtj 

Smaller military kites were 
used here well intb tbe II tb century for sh- 
oaling, carrying messages and measuring di^ 
tanoes. according to well-kept Chinese 
records. Oik emperor even ordered that each 
of his armies have “several kite squads." 
“Eventually, the emperors turaed kites into 
toys for th^ own amusement," Ha said, 
“and before the end of the Sung Dynasty 
(A.D. 1279), ordinary townspeople and 
some peasants were flying kites, pa^cularly 
at festivals. This Jed to oooskierabfe develop- 
ment as new types of kites were employed, 
and kites quidely became one of China’s g^at 
handicraft traditions. 

Kites spread from China to other parts dl 
Asia about the 6th century, according to Ha, 
but not to Europe until the 18tfa century. 
Marco Polo records in tbe story of his travels

in China in the 1 3tb century that he had seen 
many kites being flown. 

Tsao Hsueh-clun. the 1 8th-centuiy author 
of China's most femous novel. The Dream of 
the Med Chamber, was a skilled kite-maker 
and gave each its own personality and shape. 

His classic kite, in the shape of a slim swal- 
low with long legs and a small waist, for 
-example, still tymbolizes a woman, a fat swal- 
low of huslty build tymbolizes a man. Smaller 
l»rds with shorter limbs are the kite famfly's 
children. 

Most Chinese continue to combine 
symbolism with proven airworthy designs. 
“When you look at Uk 40 • or 50 kites over 
Tian An Men Square and the Forbidden City 
on a good day. each will seem quite dif- 
ferenL" Ha said. “However, there are just a 
small number of basic forms, whatever motif 
they are decorated with.” 

In northern China, where tbe winds are 
strong, rigid structures with hard wings are 
f»Khinn<^t from bamboo. which, weight for 
weighL is often stronger than steel. In tbe 
south, where winds are gentler and the air 
more humid, soft. bizd-Uke wings ara made 
from paper or silk with a light, supple franae. 

Besiks Tsao’s swallows, wbicb are still 
fevorites, kites today are often made in tbe 
fora o^bats. a symbol of bappinem sra tte 
Chinese word for bat has the same sound as 
that for good fortune. Others take tbe form 
of &b, which symbolize wealth since the 
word for fish has the same sound as that for 
affluence, of butterflies, tbe symbol of love, 
pf dragonflies, tbe tymbol of summer, and of 
characters from Chinese mythology, such as 
dragons and tbe monkey king. 

Some of tbe most dramatic kites are tbe 
giant centipedes, which are made of a chain of 
discs about eigbt inches in diameter with a 
lar^ papier-mache bead, ft can take as many 
as 200 persons helping to get a centipede kite 
airborae — and a dozen stout men on 
tbe end of tbe rope controlling it There are 
reports of centipede kites up to 300 feet long, 
but they are rare and said to be very difficult 
to fly. 

After tbe Cnminnp'*** came to power in 
1949, kite-making went into dedine. Those 
who earned their livmg making kites were put 
into other lines of woA that the government 
deenred more important. When tbe Cultural 
Revolotioo began in 1 966. Idte-Sying even as 
a bobby was virtually banned. “Frivolous — 
that 15 what they told me,” retired civil ser- 
vant Guo Kewei recalled. “Tbe Red Guards 
ramp anrt amaghe d all my Idtcs and ibeu bur- 
ned them in the street. “A diversion from the 
revolution” and “a remnant of the old 
society," they said, and then I was locked up

kites.” 

China’s khe-makeis now say that they are 
getting *ttnn g encouragement ftom the gov- 
enunent to tesume their work, either in one 
of tite eigbt workslu^ and factories making 
kites under tbe Ministry of Li^t Industry or 
as individually emphtycd persons allowed to 
hire apprentices. 

"We regard kitC'making now as part of 
China’s rich cultural heritage.” said Wang 
Zhenfo, manager of the Peking Art Kite 
Company, which emplo;^ 30 workers, “and 
we want to save this st^ and high level of 
craftsmanship. Kites can be things of great 
beauty.” 

Y uan lisbeng, an official of the Tianjin Kite 
Factory, whidi has 90 workers and is likely to 
do about $800,000 wo^ of business ti^ 
year, believes that changing wind patterns in 
Oima and other developments will bring new 
designs and new techniques in Idte-maldi^ 
and flying. 

“Wc are experimenting with different 
materials, different kinds of paper, different 
febrics. cfaenucal glues rather than paste, dif- 
ferent types of hnes and even different plas- 
tics rather the traditional bamboo for 
the frame,'* Yuan said. “These are just 
eiqieriments. The veteran kite-makers, who 
are rather conservative, need not worry, but 
this craft win evc^ in time. We are also* 
looking at the modem deagns done abroad, 
as they are quite different from ours.” 

This does not distress Kite Ha. “We need to 

develop, to grow," he said.^ 


Peru having trouble 
against guerrillas

AYACUCHO, Peru (AP) — Police and 
government officials in Ayacuebo state are 
fighting what they say is a deadly serious 
guerrilla war, and they acknowledge they are 
having difficulty. 

Members of tbe Maoist Sendero Luminoso 
(shining path) guerrilla movement, intent on 
toppling the two-year-old civilian govern- 
ment, usually strike by night, sometimes with 
automatic rifles and sometimes with 
dynamite stolen from nearby mines. 

“ Dynamite is what makes them powerful,” 
says a top police conunaader from the special 
anti-subversive civil guard police unit known 
as the “Sinchis." The Sinebis are charged 
whb eradicating the growing guerrilla threat 
and they call tiKir foes “teiTucos,'’ the local 
Spanish nickname for teirorist. 

So far President Fernando Belaunde Terry 
has not called in tbe military itself to help the 
police in the fight. Police and other 
authorities, however, have not ruled out the 
possibility that the army wfll be caOqd in. 

“ We need more men, more arms. We are 
going to use whatever is necessary to 
liquidate these people," Ayacucho prefect 
Augusto Vega Riojo says. The government 
has recently announced it is increasing civil 
guard garrisons in Ayacucho and bee&g up 
units of the republican guard, another police 
unit outside military control in other regions. 

Meanwhile, tbe air force and army are pro- 
viding logistical and air support for police 
operations. Belaunde'sgovernment clarifies 
the insunectionists as common criminals and 
terrorists, and the president has asked Peru's 
congress to reinstate tbe death penalty for 
tenorist offenses. 

Roving Sendero bands have claimed 
responsibility for more than 2,900 individual 
attacks on police outposts in rural areas in 
this part of the country, kflling police, alleged 
informers and destroying public installations. 

So far this year officials say about 76 per- 
sons have been killed in the conflict nation- 
wide. More than SO of them were security 
forces or civilians“executed" by the guerril- 
las for allegedly acting as government infor- 
mants after being found guilty in 
revolutionary “peopled trials." 

Terrorist attacks now take place almost 
daily. In some areas their domination of the 
territory is unchallenged. A state of 
emergency granting the government extraor- 
dinary arrest and search and seizure powers is 
in effect to Lim^ and five dep^ments 
(states), tncluding this one. 

Although it Is hard to confirm, various 
estimates put tbe revolutionaries^ total num- 
ber at. near 1^000 in this region alone, with 
additional obntingenls and sympaihizets In 


Lima aixl other major cities. An estixfr.«ted. 
1,000 police are now facing what is thought to 
be a roughly equatouraber of guerrillas iu the 
rugged mountains of this and neighboring 
departments. 

“They bide behind darkness," Vega Riojo 
says, referring to tbe Sendero’s method of 
selectively attacking lightly defended police 
outposts and blowing up power transmission 
and cdecommuDications towers in remote 
areas. 

Prefect Vega Riojo, at 34 tbe nation’s 
youngest state political chief, calls the guerril- 
las “youths who have not found a place for 
themselves in society." 

Vego Riojo says recent denunciations by 
human rights groups and political oppoation 
leaders of alleged police mistreatment of 
Sendero prisoners are exaggerated. But he 
and Ayacucho police admit that prisoners are 
extensirely interrogated. 

Civil guard 9th command officials based 
here are more explicit: We are using modern 
methods of interrogation, and every -ether 
kind of method too," said a colonel in com- 
mand headquarters. “ But they are very tough 
and ideologically trained. They just don't 
talk." 

Police say they are not worried about being 
outnumbered in tbe long run, but about the 
growing effectiveness of the young 
revolutionaries' hit and run tactics. 

In recent weeks several local high schools 
have been “visited" by the band's members. 
Normally, they wear woolen ski masks to 
hide their identities and leaure the students 
and teachers on their goals and their need of 
finan cial aid and collaboration. 

According to Ayacucho’s Huamanga L/ni- 
versity rector Enrique Moya Bdndezu, many 
of these calls for aid are answered, usually 
with monetary contributions or sympathy on 
the part of k>^ residents. Many Senderistas 
are thought to be former members of tbe 
university student body and the high schools 
and specialized academies of the Ayacncho 
community. 

Id August a group of 30 to 40 guerrillas 
accompanied by about 120 peasants of the 
area arrived at a university agricultural 
experiment station near Ayacucho as part of 
tbe Sendero educational campaign. 

After lecturing farmhands and students on 
their strategy and revolutionary ideology, tbe 
Senderistas and Campesinos killed the farm 
animals and burned the tractors and buildings 
at the experimental station. 

“We don't understand why they did it,'k 
Moya said. “They said we are imperially 
part of the bourgeoisie power structure- here 
in the region. But we do what we do on the 
form to help the local peasants.”

Besides choosins new king 

Problems beset Swaziland

MBABANE, SwazUand (R) — King 
Sobhuza, tbe “Uon of tbe mighty claw," is 
dead, bis senior widow the “great she 
elephant ’ rules in his place and several ques- 
tion marks hang over the future of this tiny 
kingdom. 

‘11k king died after a reign of more than 60 
years, lea^g his country without a written 
consitution and with a great deal of uncer- 
tainty ahead. The first task facing tbe inner 
circle of 1 S royal eiders and senior chiefr, 
guided by Queen Dzeliwe, is to choose a new 
king — no easy dectsion as King Sobhuza had 
more than SO wives and 600 children. 

But that may be the least difficult of the 
problems facing this landlocked mountmnous 
country. King Sobhuza, who was the world's 
oldest aud longest reigning monarch when be 
died aged 83 last month, bad maintained a 
careful balance between the deeply 
traditionalist and modem life-styles. But dip- 
lomats said that without his firm controlling 
hand pressures for change from the young 
educated elite may prove too strong. 

Speculation in Mtobane as to the identity 
of tbe future king has ranged over three of his 
sons, his 1 1-year^old last bom, a 50-yearH>ld 
bushteSsman, and a senior official in Swazi 
-Airways in ttis mid-thiities. 

But the method of choosing an heir is 
shrouded in mystery as are other tribaLrites. 
According to some source^ ctose to the royal 


femQy, mere speculation of any individual as 
a possible successor immediately rules out 
that person. 

“But tbe fact is, no one outside that smaD 
inner circle reaOy knows — and there is some 
doubt as to whether they do either," one of 
the sources said. “You must remember, the 
Swazi people haven't been in this situation 
rince 1 899." It was in that year Sobhuza, only 
a few months old, was chosen to succeed King 
Ngwane. 

The major problem facing tbe Swazi rulers 
is whether to pursue a lifetime aim King 
Sobhuza has almost achieved. He bad 
claimed that two large areas of South African 
land bordering his country rightfully 
belonged to Swaziland. 

In June, it appeared tbe king had finally 
won when the South African government 
announced the two areas of Kanowane and 
Ingwavuma would be ceded to Swaaland. 
Tte announcement created a furore in tbe 
republic, both from the white right wing and 
the majority of the estimated 820,000 Macks 
living in the two areas. 

The land deal is stiO being disputed in 
South African courts and no date for a 
decision has been given. Diplomatic sources 
said the Swazi authorities were unlikely to go 
against the wishes of tbe dead king whose 
decisions were regarded as law. Swaziland 
would therefore continue with its claim to tbe 
two pieces of land which would also give the 
country access to tbe sea.

Birth defects linked to pollution to the machine

SAO PAULO (R) — Braalian scientists 
fear there is a link between pollution in the 
dense industrial area of Cubatao outride Sao 
Paulo and a high local incidence of birth 
defects. 

Cubatao. a jungle of petrol refineries, steel 
plants and chemical factories about 40 kms 
from BraziTs largest city. Sao Paulo, has been 
designated one of the world's most polluted 
areas by the World Health Organization. 

“We are forced to admit that something 
abnormal is happening in Cubatao," Profes- 
sor Roque Monteleone of the Sao Paulo 
.School of Medicine told a recent scientific 
congress. 

According to data gathered by a 
government-sponsored research group, five 
children were bom in Cubatao with severe 
nervous system defects in six months prior to 
last March including three with encephalia, a 
condition in which the child is bora without a 
brain. 

The industrial area of Cubatao. lying bet- 
ween Sao Paulo and Santos, south America' s 
port, has grown enormously in recent 
years and now sends up to 1 ,000 tons of pol- 
lutants into the air every day.

Cubatao, with a population of 90,000, hks 23 
major industries and is responrible for 2.6 
percent o& BrazaTs gross domestic product. 

Seawards, river tributaries flow riuggishly 
throu^ Cubatao. To the west a steep 
escarpment rises abruptly 1.000 meters 
above the coastal plain. From a plane window 
the area sq^pears to be covered with a thick 
layer of di^ cotton wool, rusty-pink in some 
areas or yeDow in others.

PARIS, (RFl) — Until now, questions put 
to a coDventiooal data-processing machine 
bad to be in coded language Ity means of an 
alphanumerical keybo^. Soon, h will prob- 
ably be enough to talk to the machine for it to 
obey strictly the orders winchit will be able to 
understand and put into effea. This is a deci- 
sive step, opening vast perspective for the 
future. 

It seems that the worid market of automa- 
tic recognition of speech may reach S3 bSlion 
by 1 990. A large number of sectors of activity 
will be a&cted: industrial automation, office 
data systems, telematics, the automobile, the 
medical industry, the teaching mdustiy and a 
wide variety of applications ebneerning the 
general public. 

' These systems now have to be developed 
and simplified so that even non-spedalists 
can use them. In Fiance, the Nancy date- 
processing research center has been working 
m this direction for the last ten years. This 
laboratory is associated with the National 
Center for Sdentific Research (CNRS)andhas 

about 1 00 research scientists. 

The Nancy center’s first task has been to 
solve the problem of analyzing oral ri^ials. to 
work out the data programs which will enable 
the machine to recognize isolated words, and 
then finally to recognize whole “speeches." 

These efforts have resulted in the 
“MyitiU^ tystems. intelligent “tyntax 
analyzers^’, since they are capable of predict- 
ing words which may appear in a sentence, 
within the recognized context and within the 
framework of toe grammer of the language, 
and thus are capable of eliminating errors or 
lepetitioiis. 

The fiiBrii. Bertin is using them already in 
order to launch on the maricet shortly “ cards" 
of word recognition. The French bmik “Cre- 
dit Agricole will use this chance to ask oral 
questions of its dients' accounts. On this 
basis. Renault may be able to manufacture 
vocal-controUed vehicles for disabled people. 
For toe bard of hearing are envisaged hand- 
controlled systems transcribing spoken words 
automatically into written words on a screen. 

Meanwhile, the Nancy center has begun 
drawing up a basis data system .for “spoken 
French." Made up of analogical and numeri- 
cal magnetic tapes, of X-ray images of the 
vocal system, it will be of great help to the 
natioad industry of speech recognition and 
synthesis. 

The Nancy center is working, too, on rec- 
ognition of images, and for many precise 
applications: aFchitecture. assisted concep- 
tion by computers analysis of scenes for the 
construction of robots and teledetection, and 
detection of road fissures. This laboratory is 
certainly making an important contribution 
to the foture of toe French data-processing 
indusby.

Computers for peace’ proposed 


Japanese rearming raises eyebrows

WASHINGTON (WP) — AU of. Dr. 
Henry J. Heunlich's achievements bear the 
same haHmarlc: they cut Gordian knots. In 
fact, they sometimes are so veiy forceful and - 
so very simple that they take peofde aback — 
umil they are demonstrated. 

In 1 955 he was the first surgeon to ieplace 
any human organ. In his hotel room be even . 
has a full-sized human stomach made of felt 
with zippers, and be will show bow be simply 
cuts a long strip from the stomach and' 
fashions it into a tube to create an aitificid 
esophagus. 

Later he invented a drainage valve. ^ 
chest wounds. It is nothing but a bronx cbeer 
device, a flat rubber tube that lets air out but 
not in. 

And of course in'74 he invented the Heim- 
lich Maneuver, the almost universally known 
treatment for choking.on food: Grab the vic- 
tim fiom bebind, ball your fist over the i^- - 
riff just under the ribs, and jab in and upward, 
bard. Heimlich tested in on animals, a^ then 
suggested via newspapers that someone try h 
in a choking incident. Within a week a Seattle 
restaurateur saved a woma^n's life with h. 

He has also proposed a cure for cancen 
Give the patient malaria, thus raishig the 
body heat too high for cancer ceDs to thrive, 
simple, forceful- — and controversial. 

Now tile 62-year-old Cincinnati surgeon 
has another Go^ian knot to cut. He befieves 
he has a plan for world peace. It is called 
“computers for peace,** and the idea is a vast 
increase in trade with our political enemies 
that will, he thii^ deflect us all from our 
apparent coQirion course. 

“ It works,*' be says, deeply tanned, bands 


cboi^tng ibeair,"The Marshal Plan worked. 
The economic programs to defuse the racial 
troubles in *68 worked. Inadequate or not, 
tbey reduced the violence. This country and 
the Soviet Union are potentially the greatest 
trading panqprs in hisioiy. This is based on 
hard, practical self-xntercsL*' 

For examine, be notes, if we sold the 
Sowts consumer goods, tbey could afford to 
be less obsessed with keeping their people 
from learning about the jittering creature 
attractions of tbc West and could lift the Iron 
Curtain a bit. If they paid us in cash, tbey 
would have less to spend on weapons, and 
meanwhile our production would rise and 
unemploynjcnt would drop. 

Uaog the talent for publicity that drives his 
critics wild, Heimlich has written to presiden- 
tial assistant Michael E)eaver (who saved 
. Ronald Reagan's life in 1976 with the Heim- 
lich Maneuver), asking that the pierident 
Bi^)rove the Soviet gas pipeline to Europe. 

“The idea that the Russians would close it 
down to blackmail the Europeans ^ and lose 
SIO bniion a year in revenues — is cra^. 
Tbe/ve already bad two smaller pipelines in 
(dace for 15 years, and nothing of the sort has 
fa^)pened.** 

He and his Heimlich Institute have talked 
' up computers for peace with world leaders, 
and as one of the most popular speakers in 
the United States, the ubiquitous doctor puts 
the idea over wherever he goes. He likes to 

' quote Thomas Jefferson: “By wise use of the 

power to trade what we have been blessed 
wiA, we may find in food a substitute for the 
sword and a means to keep peace in the 
world.” 

The computer part refers to our ability to 
project the future results of economic 


policies, thus convincing skeptics. 

One skeptic is former Secrets^ of State 
Dean Rusk, who finds the plan naive because 
“one of the problems is the assumption that 
people will react reasonably rationally in 
their own self-interest.” 

Retorts Heimlich: “It'stnic Iddn'iunder- 
stand diplomacy. But bow is it that with the 
most brilliant minds and the greatest spy sys- 
tems, we stifl end up with wars? The time has 
come for people to react in their own self- 
interest. 1 have even figured out the timing on 
this; Wc have two years to turn ourselves 
around before wc get hopelessly and finally 
locked into a war course. By the way, I 
needed Rusk's comments. Without that Fd 
be just another doctor mouthing off.” 

The fight for a nuclear freeze is all very 
well, he adds, but that won't come until the 
mutual suspicions are lulled by mutu^ 
business successes (“calennllar tractor is 
losing $90 million and has tractors sitting 
around unbought. Sell ‘cm to Russia , ) and 
the realization that war b no longer as pro- 
fuable as peace. 

Friends are even talking of running Heim- 
lich for president in 1 984 as a Republican on 
a peace platform. “ My name is better known 
than either Bush or Anderson (whom he bac- 
ked in 1980) when they were running,'* he 
says. “1 don't have as|»rations to be pres- 
ident, but if it's a way to get the peace prog- 
ram across, Fli try anyihingT

TOKYO (R) — The Japanese armaments 
industry, dismantled after the countr>'*s 
defeat in World W'ar 11. is growing again as 
the country expands its military role in the 
Pacific region. Japan's postwar constitution 
renounces war as pan of government policy, 
yet it maintains a 240.000-membcr defense 
force armed with some of the world's most 
advanced weapons systems, most designed or 
. made under license by domestic firms. 

But it remains government policy not to 
expon arms and even a recent request by the 
United States, its major ally and arms sup- 
plier. for technical information on 
Japanese-designed weapons is being treated 
warily. 

In the next five years, the Japanese 
Defense Council, the government's major 
decision-making body, estimates defense 
spending ai between 1 5.600 billion and 
16.400 billion yen (S60 billion to S63 bil- 
lion). The bill for weapons procurements is 
set at an estimated 4.400 billion to 4,600 
bQlion yen ($16.92 billion to SI 7.70 billion). 

To help match the recent expansion of 
Soviet naval and air forces in Asia, the United 
States has been asking Japan to raise its milit- 
ary strength so that it uuuld be able to defend 
sea lanes 1 .000 miles out from the Japanese 
shoreline. 

The plan calls for Japan to equip itself uith 
75 F-15 Eagle jet fighters. 30 P-3C Orion 
anti-submarine patrol aircraft. 14 new des- 
troyers and six submarines. There are also 
plans to increase armored forces with 373 


new tanks. , 

At the end of the coming five years, the 
navy U expeaed to consist of 178 ships, 
including 60 destroyers, 33 mine weepers and 
1 85 operation aircraft, including 72 Orions. 

The government also intends to acquire a 
base air defense ground environment 
('BADGE) system able automatically to iden- 
tify aircraft and trigger any necessary inter- 
ceptions from a central command oper- 
ated by all three branches of the milttaiy. 

But the ambitious rearming raised some 
eyebrows in a country devastated by two 
world wars and where anti-nudear sentiment 
remains strong. A Japanese expert on milit- 
ary affairs said in a recent paper: “There is a 
growing likelihood that before long the 
Japanese arras industry will break out of the 
confinements of the domestic market and 
seek to cultivate export markets. But the 
extra weapon-making facilities and tech- 
nologies not to speak of the weapons them- 
selves. is currently banned. 

“However, it is almost a foregone conclu- 
sion that the Japanese government will make 
an exception of the principle of a weapons 
embargo in favor of the United States, raising 
the possibility for Japanese ordinance makers 
to export their products to that country the 
expert said. 

But officials at the Ministry of Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry, which watches 
over the armaments industry, say it is unlikely 
the export-ban policy will be lifted in the 


foreseeable future. They said that, to the con- 
trary, it could become stricter because of a 
growing pacifist mood in Japan. 

The recent request from the U.S. for 
Japanese advanced defense technology ft 
being treated with resent, with the Intcraa^ 
tional Trade Ministry and the Foreign Minisj 
try at odds over how to respond.

Morikawa said the five-year defense 
expansion plan would naturally increase the 
amount of work for the domestic defense 
industries if totally approved and put into 
practice but would not bring'about a major 
structural change for Japanese industry,

arms industry, have the lion’s share of today's 
defense business.

Mexico acts 
to save peso 

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 11 (AP) — The 
government damped new monetaiy controls 
on the nation's economy Friday, regulating 
the entry and exit of the Mexican peso in a 
move that could halt international trading in 
the weakened currency. 

A conunerce department announcement 
said Mexican pesos can no loi^r leave the 
countiy and can only enter in quantities of 
5,000 pesos or less per person. An 
annooncement' in the official gazette also 
gave a long list of sflver, gold and jewelry item 
that can no longer enter or leave the country 
without government approval. 

Silver handicraft hems in limited quantities 
are exempted in the new ruling, which was to 
remain in effect until the end of 1982. 

The measure makes h difficult for persons 
with dollars to take advantage of weak peso 
rates outside the countiy. Mexico set an arti> 
fidally high value for the peso of 70 to the 
dollar last week when it imposed a series of 
exchange controls to halt the exodus of badly 
needed dollar revenues. Trading in the cur- 
rency in New York closed Friday at 1 10 pesos 
to the dollar. 

The new decree is a further step in Mex> 
ko's attempt to malt the exodus of revenues 
needed to pay the nation's Third World- 
leading $80 billion foreign debt. 

There were no reports the new currency- 
measures were being enforced Friday at 
either the nation's intematioi^ airports or at 
points along the border with the United 
States.

Meanwhile, Bolivian Central Bank interim 
president Os^ Garcia said he had no know- 
ledge about reports Bolivia has requested a 
20*^y grace period after missing a repay- 
ment under its foreign debt rescheduling 
agreement 

Commenting on the reports. Garda told 
Reuters“lprel»thattiie central bank's Pres- 
ident Miguel Fabbri give a more precise 
report to the press when he comes back next 
Monday.” Fabbri is currently in Canada 
where he attended the IMF/Worid Bank 
meeting earlier this week. 

Another Central American country seek- 
ing rescheduling, Honduras, has made signif- 
icant progress and an agreement should be 
ready covering around $200 million by year 
end, the sources said.

WASHINGTON, Sept 11 (AF) — Poor 
weather has reduced U.S. estimates for tiie 
Soviet Union’s winter grain harvest this year, 
but improved conditions tins qning and 
summer will probably boost com output 
above previous projects, the U.S. Agricultuae 
Department said Friday. 

The decline in winter grain should be offret 
by the increased qaing gram estimate, 
department analysts said, so the Soviets’ 
overall 1982 grain harvest should still total 
170 million 1061110 tons. 

That remains 68 million metric tons below 
the Kremlin’s target, markrng its fourffi 
straight poor crop md the worst U.S. esti- 
mates since 1SI75. A metric ton is 2,205 
pounds. 

Rainy weather has badly influenced the 
winter gram harvest in the. central portion of 
European USSR,” tiie department saU in its 
mnnfhly lepoit oo Soviet grain proq)ects. 

“Because the harvest weather has resulted 
in much lod^ng, wbidi will increase aban- 
donment, the winter grain area estimate has 
been reduced,” anal^ts sakL 

The 3.7 mfllioD acre reduction in winter 
grain area should mean a harvest of bnfy 55.5 
millionj dowD from the prewous estimate of 
58 miiiiftn.

But the blighter Sfmng crop proq>ects 
riiould increase com acreage by more tiian 
1 milifon acres, raising overall spring crop 
production to 114.5 million metric tons from 
the previously-estimated 112 million, the 
report said. 

Worldwide, estimafes of total grain pro- 
duction remain virtually unchained from^a 
month ago at 1.63 bfllioo metric tons, just 
subtly below the ]»evious year’s record. 

The wheat harvest estimate was increased 
maiginaUy from a month on the strength 


of largpT cnqrs in tire U.S., Europe; 'Aigenthia 
and South Africa. But ooarie grain estimates 
were dropped by an almost equd amount 
becanse cldry conditions in Cliiiia, Australia, 
Mexico and Western Europe. 

World oilseed prodnctimi was estimated at 
a record 184.8 iiullion metric tons, up neariy 
7 peioent from the last year, while the ^obal . 
cotton harvest is foruast at 66.6 milUon 
bales, down by more than 6.6 percent from 
the i«evions crop. 

Referring to U.S. proroects on the farm 
front, the dq>artment saia tins yeaYs United 
States com crc^ isestinated at 832 biffion 
bnriiels, up 1 percent tom tbe record 1981 
harvest of 83 billion boshels. 

The new estimate was virtually unchanged 
from the departmenf s initial forecast of the 
season a montii ago. Soybean production was 
put at a record 231 biflion bushels, up 14- 
percent from tire 1981 harvest of 2.03 Itillion, 
and 1 percent more than indicated last 
month, the depaitmenfs crop reporting 
board said.

Wall Street 

Mart takes a ^breather’after the share boom 


NEW YORK, Sept 1 1 (AP) — The high 
qiirits of August and early September have 
given way to a more cantious atmosphere 
on Wall Street in recent days. 

After more than three weeks of skyrock- 
eting stodc prices and record trading vol- 
ume, the market has settled back a bit and 
activity has riowed since last Monday's U.S. 
Labor Day holiday. 

Most brokers said it was a naturaJ for the 
market to take a “breatfaei’' after such a 
prolonged and poweifril advance. As the 
rally began to taper off, there were plenty of 
question marks remaining in the economic 
oudook to induce traders to cash in on some 
of the recent gains. 

“The stock market’s summer suige as the 
Federal Reserve relaxed its credit policies is 
surely foreshadowing ... easier days for 
American business,*' said Maucy Harris, 
money market economical Paine Webber. 

“But although thelrece^on is bottoming 
out the September T^eftson August busi- 
ness activity stin will be sending mixed sign- 


als. Moreover, the nation’s gross nation al 
product for the third quarter barely rise. 

“In other words, while the August drop in 
interest rates spells a stronger economy 
before yeareod. investors sfaoidd not expect 
instant results. There has always been a lag 
between interest rates and their economic 
effects.” 

As Aubrey Zaffuto. economist at J. 
Henry Schroder Bank and Trust Co., put it, 
“the first few quarters of the recovery are 
going to be marked by growth so slow that 
the only ones who notice it may be econom- 
ists.” 

Amid such warnings, tbe Dow Jones 
average of 30 industries slipped 18.31 to 
906.82 in the past week, after soaring more 
than 1 48 points in the prerious 1 6 sesrions. 

The New York Stock Exchange compo- 
site index dropped 0.85 to 69.41. and the 
American Stodc Exchange market value 
index was down 3.89 at 281.19., 

Big Board Volume averaged 72.77 mil- 
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lion shares a day, down from 86.88 million 
tbe week'before. 

While the late-summer rally did much to 
lift investor^ qririts. analysts noted, it fell 
short of eliminating all feara of Anther trou- 
ble in the international financial system. 

“'Vfith the risks of a major finanrial acci- 
dent so hi^ many have cqiressed great 
reluctance too jamp too quickly on the new 
buBnnarket in stoc^” said Toronto-based 
inve stme nt adviser Ian McAvity. “Hialfs' 
understandable. But if s also the ’common’ 
view at tbe start of new boD markets.” 

Looking back on the problems that have 
developed since last qning at Dreyfiis (3ov- 
emment Securities, foiled Pern Square 
Baiik of Oldahoina City and m the finaiices I 
of Mexico and several other countries, Wil- 
liam Ofllard, director of investment poli<ty 
at Kidder.

Lena, representing 17 American special 
steel producing companies, said be would 
soon file a suit against British steel for unfair 
competition in special steels, charging that 
only heavy state subtidies made these 
cheaper than the comparable products. 

Lena added that he would also akk the U .S. 
Commerce Department to impose a coropen- 
»toiy tariff on imported British steels, offset- 
ting what he charged were subsidies equal or 
superior to 20 percent of value. 

The moves come a few days before the 
Sept. 15 deadline when the American steel 
industry must say whether it accepts a com- 
promise arrangement to curtail other steel 
imports from Westers Europe, reached in 
negotiatic^ between Washington and the 
European Economic Commumty (EEC).

Malaysia bid 
to bust fake 
dirham racket 

KUALA LUMPUR, Sepi. 11 (AFP) - 
Police are investigating the possiblity that an 
iniernationai syndicate may be dumping 
counterfeit United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
currency in Malaysia and other countries. 

Police in the northern state of Penang had 
staneO investigations after the arrest Thurs- 
day of an Indian national found with 27,000 
UAE dirhams, the Star newspaper said 
Saturday. One thousand dirhams equal 
$260.«. 

A police spokesman said the man took five 
1,000 duirham notes lo a money-changer, 
who suspected they were counterfeit because 
he had been warned by other money changers 
of bogus dirhams brought into the country. 

The suspect later led police to his hotel 
room where they recovered another 22,000 
dirhams, (he spokesman said. Another man 
escaped to Bangkok with 23,000 Malaysian 
dollars (Slu.UUO) about four months ago. 
after changing counterfeit dirhams, the 
spokesman added. 

Banks may shun 
lending to states 

NEW YORK. Sept. 11 (AP) — Countries 
trying to borrow money on international 
money markets may soon be in for a shock. 
An American magazine says they soon may 
not find many banks willing to lend to them. 

"Prumineni U.S. and European bankers 
now believe that., a year from now no more 
than lUO big banks — down from l.lOU today 
— will be actively participating in large, ^- 
dkated loans to foreign countries,” according 
to Business Week. 

In its Sept. 20 edition the weekly periodical 
adds that “the prospect that hundreds of 
banks would cut and run from international 
lending as financial risks mounted was 
already a threat, but bankers say the Mexican 
scare has sharply accelerated the pace. Even 
as U.S. Treasury Secretary Donald T. Regan 
and other LKS. officials were working on a 
plan to keep ihcir Mexican rescue package 
intact and to preempt an Argentine financial 
crisis, bankers at the 1982 meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund in Toronto 
were forecasting that a drasiicaDy shrinking 
pool of lenders was inevitable."

JEDDAH, Sept. 1 1 — The dollar closed 
on a strong note on the New York markets 
Friday oi^t with major gains being made 
against the various continental currencies. 
On the Eurodollar deposit market, dollar 
interest rates rose to take the 3-month 
medium-term rate to 11 13/16 - 11 1S16 
percent levels in some sharp trading. Other 
periods also saw rises of between Va and ^4 
percent and the money markets were bac- 
ked by the release of the latest U.S. money 
supply figures. These showed a rise of $900 
million in the weekly M-1 series and the 
markets expectations are still for some large 
increases in September. 

Federal Reser\'e “Fed fund” prime len- 
ding rates opened at 9 5/16 percent 
but closed higher at 9 9/16 per- 
cent with the “Fed” once again not inter- 
vening too seriously in the money markets. 

In the bullion markets, gold and sOver 
prices dipped sharply on rising U.S. interest 
rate expectations and gold closetisome $40 
lower compared to Thursday prices, at $442 
an ounce. SDver closed at SS.78 in some 
sharp profit-taking sales that left the bullion 
markets once again groping for a new sense 
of direction. The dramatic see-sawing 
movement seen during the past few days 
have been put down variously as due to 
fears of a collapse of the international bank- 
ing system, the Mexican and Latin 
American debt borrowing jxoblems etc..

Swedes face a hard choice 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 11 (AFP) — 
Swedes, the most heavily taxed people in the 
world, but who also enjoying among the 
highest social benefits anywhere, must 
choose on Sept. 19 between even higher 
taxes, or austerity. 

The issue is central to general elections 
where the main choice will be benveen the 
outgoing minority coalition of Liberals and 
centrists — calling for austerity — and the 
Socialists, who favor increased taxation. 

Swedes felt a long time ago that pressure 
from taxation had risen beyond reason, but 
they are unwilling to gjve up such benefits as 
their generously long paid sick leave. 

The outgoing government, in that respect, 
is fighting — in the teeth of fierce Socialist 
opposition — for no pay during the first three 
days of sideness. insteajl of the first day only 


as at present. 

Where Liberals and centrists want cut- 
backs. the Socialists seek a tax hike' including 
a 2 percent upping of value-added tax — to 
finance a vast program of industrial invest- 
ment. 

The Swedish tax system, steeply progres- 
sive with ri^g revenue, is genei^y per- 
ceived at source, netting the state 50 billion' 
Swedish crowns (SIO billion) last year, in 
addition to 80 billion crowns ($16 billion) in 
indirect taxes. 

A Swede keeps 5S percent of his annual 
salary if it does not exceed 135.000 crowns 
(S27.000). 34 percent if it reaches 310,000 
crowms ($60,2()0) and 24 percent at 625,000 
crowns ($125.0()0). There is no ceiling on 
income tax. and anumber of businessmen last 
year actually had to Return to the tax man 90 
percent o f ±eir overall gains.

Polish union calls for protests

WARSAW, Sept. 11 (AFP) — The clandes- 
tine leadership of PolancTs suspended Sol- 
idari^ union has set a series of dates for 
demonstrations in coming weeks in 
documents beginning to be secretly cir- 
culated here. 

At the same time. Solidarity’s provirional 
coordination committee, which replaces the 
union's pie-martial law national committee, 
most ofVhose members are detained, war- 
ned its followers against . the risk of 
“retaliation” from the authorities. It thds 
“recommended” to the population not to 
participate in any action not ’'cooidinatecf ' 
by itself or “the regional authorities of the 
union.” 

The committee hailed last Aug. 31sfs 
natioDwide demonstrations marking the seo- 
'ond anniversaiy of the Gdansk agreements 
that led to the founding 'of Solidarity as "a 

NATO needs 
strong force, 

Pym pleads 

COPHENHAGEN, Sept. 1 1 (AP) — Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Francis Pyin c^edFri- 
dsy ni^t for.hard political deciaons to build 
a NATO force so strong that an enemy would 
not dare attack. 

He said members of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization should re-evaluate their 
contributions to the alliance in the light of 
Soidet military activities of the last decade. 
His statements were in a speedi prepared for 
delivery at art extraordinary meeting of the 
Anglo- Danish Committee, a group donated 
to brthering Danisfa-Britisb ties. 

He noted a growing worry in Denmark, 
Britain and elsewhere about the danger of 
nudear war but said a stronger conventional 
defense marks the best way to avoid it. “As 
long as NATO’s conventional forces remain 
markedly inferior to those of the Waisaw 
Pact, then the nuclear threshold, the moment 
at which NATO would be" forced to use nuc- 
lear weapons to avoid defeat, is lowered,” he 
said. “But if our conventional forces could be 
made strong enough to bold off a Warsaw 
Pact attack without nuclear support, then the 
danger of nuclear war — and indeed any war 
— would be greatly diminisbed. 

He blamed the Soviet Union for the fail- 
ures of initiatives over the ye^ toward the 
confident-buildiog between East and West 
To change that he suggested four steps Mos- 
cow could do: 

— Change its policies in Afghanistan to 
allow a political settlement 

— Allow more diverrity wi thin the Soviet 
Bloc in Eastern Europe. 

— At home, remove “repression intended 
to protect the Soviet pe<^e from contact 
with the outside worid. 

— Take the small steps necessary in the 
start buOdiDg up confidence in practical ways. 


moral victory of the nation,” adding this had 
“proved once again that Polish society is 
determined to fi^t for the re-establishment 
of its rights.” 

The committee said that in future, depen- 
ding on how the situation evolves, it would 
call for “ new forms of struggle.” A first date 
for further action, it said, would come on 
SepL 30, with a tribute to the memory of the 
five persons who died during the August 
demonstrations. 

On that day, people should be“dressed for 
mourning' and observe a minute^s sflence at 
noon, as well as depositiag commemorative 
plaques where the five were IcDled in clashes 
with securi^ forces. (Three of the deaths 
occurred in Lubin, western Poland, another 
in Wroclaw, in the same area, and the last in 
Gdansk, on the Baltic.) 

The clandestine lead^hip also called for 


appropriate celebrations, whose form 
remains to be defined, on the seond annrver- 
saiy of the official registering of Stdidazity on 
OcL 21, foDowed by the anniversary of Polish 
independence on Nov. 11. 

Significantly, no mention was made of 
Sept. 13, which will mark the beginning of 
Polantfs tenth month under martial law. 
Ahead of that day, the police has reportedly 
begun to make preventive arrests in anti- 
cipation of demonstrations. 

Ihe committee, which laid all respon- 
sibility for violence in the August clashes on 
the authorities, undeiliaed that there were 
disorders only where police attacked demon- 
strators. The committee added that “desjnte 
everythingf' its objective remmned “ under- 
standing... the only chance for pulling out of 
the crisis. A nation like this cannot be ruled 
by force.” 


Afraid hut didn*t show fear ^ 

Diplomat recounts captivity 


BERN, Switzeriand, SepL 11 (AP) — A 
Polirii dqifomat held capthre for 72 hours by 
four anti-Communists who took over the 
Polish Embassy said Friday be and his fel- 
low hostages decided the best way to sur- 
vive was not to show fear. 

3erzy Rojek, first secretary at the 
emba^, also Udd Swiss televiaon that one 
of the gunmen fired a shot past one of tiiem 
to shake their composure. 

When the gunmen’s leader Fl<»ian Knis- 
2 yk asked why he fired, the terrorist replied 
he “wanted to frighten the hostages,” 
Rojek recounted. He added that through- 
'out the ordeal “we were constantly 
threatened by fiteaims. 

“ I too was very much afraid, but none of 
us, including the women, wanted to show 
it” said Rojek. Origiii^ bolding 13 hos- 
tages, including sue women, the terrorists 
released eight of them by late Tuesday. 

Antoni Dobrowolski, 'the charge 
(fafEEures at the embassy who was out of 
town when the takeover began, blamed 
PolaniTs dissident Solidakii^ tra^ union 
movement, saying it“must take respoosibil- 
Jt/’ for ibc ordeal. 


But Joseph Boefaenski, the 80-year-old 
Dommican priest who negotiated with the 
gunmen, a television interviewer that 
Krns^k bad said to him that “all Solidarity 
representatives are traitors who should be

S, Afirica develops new howitzer 


PRETORIA, Sept. 11 (AFP) — For the 
second time in a week South Africa has pub- 
licly revealed a sophisticated new weapon 
produced by its own expanding armaments 
industry. 

Defense Minister Gen. Magnus Malan 
Saturday gave South Africa military corres- 
pondents a glimpse of the G6, a self- 
pTopeOed versioDofthe GS howitzer which is 
claimed by Pretoria to have worid-beating 
capability. 

The G6 is mounted on a unique six- 
wheeled chassis produced at a cost of around 
$12 million, which is xelatively-cbeap accor- 
ding to South Afiicao Armaments Cor- 
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poration (Armscor) President M.J.A. 
Maraus. 

Dispensing with the need for a tractor 
makes the h^itzer as mobile and as fast as 
other fighting vebides, ^tbou^ the G6 will 
not be mass-produced for about three or four 
years, Marais said. The G5 gun was 
developed in great secrecy with the aid of a 
controversial company t^d on the U.S7 
Chadian border. It has the capacity to fire a 
nuclear shell, and there is speculation that it 
has actuaOy done so. 

Last week the South African defense force 
. disclosed its new 'metlium tank, the Olifant 
(elephant), a version of the obsolescent 
British Centurion which has been re-en^ned.

TROMSOE, Norway, Sept. 11 (AP) — 
The political and ideologica] tension between 
Moscow and Washington was demonstrated 
vividly when a senior American and a Soviet 
official were invited to talk on East-West 
relations. 

The University of Tromsoe invited Georgy 
Arbatov, Preadent Leotud BrezhneVs close 
associate and securi^ adviser, and Ambas- 
sador Mar Kampelman, head of the U.S. 
delegation to the European Security Con- 
ference in Madrid to speak on East-West 
relations Friday night. 

Before the meeting started Arbatov 
refused to meet with Kamjrelman for a joint 
interview by the Norwegian Broadcasting 
Company. “This is no summit meeting. Fm 
not here to meet Mr. Kampelman. Fm invited 
here by the universi^ to deliver a speech. 
That FU do and my views will be beard then,” 
Arbatov told reporters. 

No new viewpoints were revealed by the 
two speakers. The closest they came to 
agreement was when Arbatov athnitted that 
'noneofusarefeultles^ and Kampelman was 
seen 'nodding. Arbatov said the foreign policy 
of the current U.S. administration is bared on 
the notion that the source of the world's evils 
is the Soviet Uoido and oommuzaism. 

“Washington seems unable, at the 
momenL to put hs foreign policy act together 
without a thorough condemnation of the 
other side. And doing away with the Soviet 
Union as a social political system is seen as a 
solution for most of the problemsof the world 
and the whole context of U.S. policies is being 
streamlined accordingly. We are now con- 
fronted with economic, technological, 
ideological and political warfare as well as a 
practically unlimited arms race and even a 
possibUhy of a direct military conflict. And of 
course the United States is frying to persuade 
its allies to join this crusade,” Arbatov said. 

Kampelman attacked the Soviet Union for 
its actions in Afghanistan, interference in 
Poland and for alleged violations of human 
rights at home and abroad. 

“There ate today more' than 100,000 
Soviet troops in A^anistan jvbere they do 
not belong and are bnitaliziag the people of 
that society. Afghanistan casts a dark shadow 
over our relationship and over the prospects 
for peace. It threatens European security,” 
he said. 

Soviet telephone links 
partially restored 

MOSCOW, Sept. 11 (AFP) — Soviet tele- 
phone links with Western countries, broken 
off Friday, were at least partially restored 
early Saturday, with incoming calls from 
France and Yugoslavia and outgoing calls 
“for ambassadors onfy.” 

Soriet authorities had announced Friday’s 
break, in which telephone communications 
were reported to have been reduced to 
unprecedented chaos, as due to“work' being 
carried out on the lines.

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FARNBOROUQH, England, SepL 11 
(AFP) — The British Aeronautics industry 
announced two new manufacturing programs 
in cooperation with European partners, at 
the 2Sth Farnborou^ air show which ends 
Sunday. 

British Aerospace presented a model of a 
future fighter. plane, the Agile Combat Air- 
crafr (ACA), which might be built whb Italy 
and West Germany, whfle tbe British man- 
ufacturer Westland and tbe Italian Agnsta 
firm said they would . develop jointly the 
EH-101 helicopter. 

Tbe show, the largest everorganized by the • 
Society of British AerosiMtee Companies, 
came at a time when tlw dvil aeronautics 
industry is having problems whQe the militaiy 
sector seems in good shape. , . 

British Secretary of State for Industry Pat- 
rick Jenkin said this week that tbe govern- 
ment would support the aeronautics industry. 
He announced41 million pounds ($110 mil- 
lioa) ia fiimndag for the Westland 30 
heli^pter. Jenkin said the government 
would also spend about 70 million pounds 
($119 million) a year on research and 
development for Britaiif s space industry'.
